Arthur Wilson, 
who spoke before the W ater, Sew­ 
age and Sanitation Division of the 
American Chemical Society this aft­ 
ernoon.

From the sewage treated* daily I,- 
275,000 gallons of sludge, contain­ 
ing 8? percent water 5 is obtained;’* 
said Dr. Wilson. “In the winter time 
the dewatering of this sludge, or 
muddy sediment, is .extremely dif­ 
ficult." 
By the introduction of sulfuric 
acid in" certain quantities, and al­ 
so heating the sludge, it was found

Ope. who have courage and stami­ 
na to make their own way. The 
Y. M. C. A., he points out, con­ 
ducts 
an 
employment 
bureau 
through 
which the students .are 
placed in touch with 
work 
that 
Evanston citizens wish done. The 
university offers scholarships both 
fo*- freshmen and upper classmen. 
Some of 
these 
scholarships 
are 
enough to meet the greater part of 
the tuition. In addition, Mr. Palm­ 
er says, the university offers con­ 
siderable clerical work that enbales 
students to earn • money outside of 
school hours. 
"As a further proof of the stick­ 
ing qualities of the men who are ( 
self supporting," said Mr. Palmer, 
"figures show that 
more 
upper 
classmen than freshmen are earn­ 
ing their own way. This shows that 
students who start as freshmen on 
their own resources are not forc­ 
ed to drop out after an unsuccess­ 
ful struggle during the first year."

Moreover, the chrysanthemum 
had given to the wormwood flow­ 
er something of its own scent. 
Professor Daniel collected the seeds 
of the grafted wormwood and the 
folk>wing year obtained from them 
some very fine plants.

had no scent at all and the result 
has been that the product of the 
grafting smelt like the original.

PARIS, May 3.—W hat is regard­ 
ed here aa one of th e . moat in­ 
teresting and valuable results of 
modern 
studies. in astronomy is 
rn a roo nipple tion 
in the Paris 
Ob­ 
servatory after 36 years of pains­ 
taking labor. It is a new map of 
the heavens and catalogue of the 
stars. The compilation shows that 
there are approximately 300,000,- 
Ouo heavenly bodies visible through 
the powerful telescopes. 
Photographing the heavens was 
a plan first developed by the Par­ 
is Observatory/ And its then direc­ 
tor, Admiral Mouehez, was called 
here in 1887 to an international 
congress of astronomers which de­ 
cided to map the heavens. There 
were 18 nations, including Mexico, 
Chile, and the republics of Argen­ 
tion© and Brazil, which agreed to 
contribute to this work. 
The 
heavens were 
subdivided, 
with four French observatories tak­ 
ing the central zones of the heav­ 
ens. 
Ten thousand leaves of the pho­ 
tographic map contain stars to the 
fourteenth 
magnitude, 
whereof 
there are above twenty 
millions. 
Stars to the sixth magnitude may 
bi seen with the nkjced eye, and 
above 
that, 
telescopes and 
other 
aidE dre needed. 
In reality, it is explained, 1he 
Lumber of stars eappear, t.o be in­ 
finite. As huge 
lens 
are 
con- 
filructed, each increase iii the size 
of the lens reveals a larger num­ 
ber of stars. 
A few years ago the number of 
stars was set at approximately one 
hundred millions. Now that number 
has been trebled, m d as the ex­ 
plorers of 'new worlds in the uni­ 
verse 
(progress 
in 
their 
studies, 
they find space, filled with stars, 
the light of which reaches the eye 
of the explorer after years of trav­ 
el, so distant are these bodies. 
Mapping the heavens was a task 
not undertaken by astronomers pre­ 
vious to 1887, and before the work 
could be started, it was necessary 
to agree on plans concerning the 
size of the photographs and means 
of measurements. Tho majority of 
the astronomers of tli3 world us- 
e l their ingenuity anil learning in 
the task. 
By means of this new map, fresh 
measurements of the location, size, 
and nature of th** stars may be 
made by astronomers, and philo­ 
sophic specultion stimulated as to 
the inhabitants, if any.

OklaliouiH Trop Notes. 
Oklahoma City, May 22, 1923. 
The week just closing has been 
on« of much cloudiness and precip­ 
itation. Rains have fallen over the 
entire area of the state a im! which 
finally broke the extended drouth 
in the Panhandle counties. In some 
sections there is no question but 
what the rainfall was so heavy as to 
cause considerable damage to grow­ 
ing crops. Field work was of course 
at a standstill practically the en­ 
tire week in- most localities. Re- 
portj^rom the Lindsay district indi- 
cate>Jnat a considerable acreage of 
broom corn and cotton was washed 
out by the heavy rains. The rains 
were most probably welcomed with 
more enthusiasm in 
the extreme 
northwest part of the state as the 
increased acreage of spring wheat 
in that section w ill be greatly bene­ 
fitted as well as pastures, v^ater- 
holes and all late crops. 
In the broom corn district, tim 
total precipitation for the week is* 
as follows: Alva 1.21 inches, Beav­ 
er 1.95, Carnegie 1.91, Marlow 2.93, 
Pauls Valley 2.93 and Woodward 
1.86.

wheat districts for the week: Alva 
1.21, Cherokee 1.63,
